-Hnſw.l. Thar this pretence hath no Foundation, for this reaſon, becauſe upon a due examination 
E by Certiticates, both of the wrought Ware and Calve-skins that are permitted by the Law, in 
time of Prohibition to be exported, and the Tanned Leather unwroughr, in the time of the 
late AG to Export, it doth appear by a Juſt Computation, that there went not out, in one 
year, one Cart Load more in bulk and weight, than the wrought Wares and Calve-Skins did 
amount to in the time of Prohibition, and that in value there went out , in time of Prohi- ' 
bition, ſeveral thouſand pounds worth more than all the Leather and ManufaRured Ware 
did-amount to, in the time of Liberty, to Export Leather unmanufaQured; and if fo, we 
| humbly ſubmit, whether this will advance Navigation, or prove beneficial to the Kingdom. 
Another Reaſon is that all Foreign parts may, and do Import what yuantities of Raw. 
Hides and Tanned Leather they pleaſe, in time of Prohibition as well as in the time of Liber- 
ty to Export Leather unwrought,- and that we do work up all our own Leather, and the 
greateſt part of all Foreign Hides too, and Export it in made Wares, which yieldeth above 
twice as much as Leather ſent out unwrought, and that the ManufaRtuxers of Leather do 
conſume great quantities of Pitch, Hemp, Flax, Oyl, Tallow, Colours, Snd ſome of all other 
Commodities Imported here, and fo conſequently are great encouragers of Navigation. - 
| Obj. 3- It is pretended it will very much tend tothe advance of His Majeſties Cuſtoms. 
Anſw.l. ' That it doth plainly appear from the Cuſtom Houſe Books, that His Majeſty did lole - 
above eighteen hundred pounds per Annum, out of this Port of Loxdox, in His Cuftoms; and 
if fo much in this Port, we humbly leave to your Honours how much in the whole Nation. 
II. That fince it does appear that the King will loſe fo much a year in His Cuſtoms, and that 
the Nation will loſe, in every 100,/. worth of Leather ans £7; more than double the. -. 
value, and many thouſands of poor Families will be utterly ruined if this paſſeth, and the 
French and others will have the benefit of ManufaQturing of our Leather, and it will only be 
beneficial to a very few French and Briftol Merchants, whether this will not prove very injuri-
